Garden Checklist
1. Hedges are best trimmed to a slightly pyra­ 

midal form so that the lower portions can receive 
plenty of sunlight to encourage bushy green 
growth.

2. April is still a big month for planting sum­ 
mer annuals from nursery flats. A wide selection is 
available.

3. Plant tomatoes for summer harvest. Be sure 
the variety you plant is adapted to your local 
climate.

4. Set out tuberous begonia seedlings from 
nursery flats or plant bands now. Give them plenty 
of leaf meld and filtered shade.

5. Select rhododendrons this month while they 
are in bloom at nurseries.
